REPORT  OF  PARDONS,  COMMUTATIONS  AND  REMISSIONS 
OF  FINE,  1927-'28 

Pardons 

ED  COHEN — ■Mineral;  petit  larceny;  six  months  in  jail  and  $500  fine. 
Pardoned  Feb.  2,  1927,  after  serving  two  months,  because  of  serious  condi- 
tion of  wife  and  needy  family,  and  recommendation  of  prosecuting  witness. 

HAROLD  JOYCE — Lewis  and  Clark;  misdemeanor;  thirty  days  in  jail. 
Joyce  was  a  tubercular  patient  at  Fort  Harrison  hospital  and  a  physician's 
certificate  represented  that  a  jail  term  would  aggrevate  the  malady.  On 
Feb.  9,  1927,  he  was  pardoned  so  that  he  might  be  returned  to  his  mother 
in  New  York. 

JOHN  SALERN — Hill;  grand  larceny;  one  to  three  years.  Because 
of  previous  excellent  reputation,  a  needy  family,  and  recommendation  of 
hundreds  of  citizens  of  Hill  county  and  Warden  of  prison,  Salern  was  par- 
doned Feb.  24,  1927. 

J.  B.  EVANS — Lewis  and  Clark;  petit  larceny;  six  months  in  jail.  Par- 
doned March  11,  1927,  after  serving  four  months;  recommended  by  County 
Attorney. 

WESLEY  CAGLE — Granite;  violation  of  nrohibition  laws;  sentenced 
June  15,  1926,  and  had  been  in  county  jail  nine  months.  Because  of  im- 
paired health  pardon  was  granted  March  11,  1927,  on  reocmmendation  of 
Judge  and  petition  of  citizens  and  officials. 

ROLLAND  SALLERS — Park;  grand  larceny;  two  to  four  years,  in 
November,  1926,  many  citizens  of  county  asked  clemency,  claiming  the 
young  man  was  more  sinned  against  than  sinning,  and  on  April  12,  1927,  a 
pardon  was  granted  so  that  relatives  might  take  and  care  for  him. 

BYRON  CRAWSHAW— Rosebud;  violation  of  prohibition  laws;  sen- 
tenced in  June,  1926,  to  one  year  in  county  jail  and  fined  $1  ^00  on  one  count 
and  on  a  second  sentence  to  eighty  days  and  fined  $2.00.  Upon  recommen- 
dation of  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  Sheriff,  pardon  was  granted  May 
2,  1927. 

WONG  CHONG  KEE — Yellowstone;  selling  narcotics;  sentenced  in 
May,  1925,  to  five  to  ten  years  and  $1,000  fine.  Pardon  was  granted  and 
fine  remitted  on  June  9,  1927,  on  condition  that  Kee  be  taken  to  friends 
in  San  Francisco  and  remain  outside  Montana.  Recommended  by  Judges 
and  County  Attorney. 
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A.  JUHRAY — Silver  Bow;  murder;  life;  had  served  seven  and  one 
half  years.  In  view  of  all  facts  in  the  case  and  petitions  extensively  signed 
by  the  most  prominent  business  and  professional  men  of  Butte,  pardorl 
was  granted  July  1,  1927. 

JAMES  GALE — Yellowstone;  statutory  offense;  two  to  four  years 
sentenced  in  September,  1926.  Because  of  prior  excellent  reputation,  the 
needs  of  a  dependent  mother  and  wife,  and  recommendation  of  the  County 
Attorney,  Gale  was  pardoned  July  18,  1927. 

A.  L.  WILLIAMS — Stillwater;  burglary;  three  to  six  years;  sentenced 
in  July,  1925.  Because  of  serious  illness  and  on  condition  that  Williams 
go  to  his  people  in  Massachusetts  and  remain  away  from  Montana,  he  was1 
pardoned  on  July  18,  1927.  Recommended  by  County  Attorney  and  noli 
opposed  by  Judge. 

M.  E.  DAVIS — Valley;  first  degree  murder;  ten  to  twenty  years; 
sentenced  in  July,  1926.  Prisoner  was  seventy-four  years  old,  in  ill  health 
and  had  been  confined  to  prison  hospital  a  greater  part  of  the  time.  Be- 
cause of  his  age  and  physical  condition,  he  was  pardoned  January  18,  1928 

JOHN  C.  DIMOND — Missoula;  petit  larceny;  six  months  in  county  jail 
and  fined  $500;  sentenced  in  October,  1927.  Dimond  was  a  student  at  the 
State  University,  working  his  way  through  the  institution,  and  had  thereto-! 
fore  borne  a  good  reputation.  In  the  belief  that  he  had  learned  his  lesson, 
in  response  to  numerous  petitions  he  was  pardoned  June  13,  1928. 

JESSE  TARBELL — McCone;  giving  intoxicant  to  a  minor;  nine  months 
in  county  jail  and  fined  $500;  sentenced  November  18,  1927.  Petitions 
were  submitted  by  citizens  of  McCone  county  and  a  recommendation  by  the 
County  Attorney.  Pardon  granted  June  28,  1928,  on  condition  that  he  pay 
a  fine  of  $250  to  the  county. 

RICHARD  KOHLER — Cascade;  manslaughter;  four  to  eight  years 
sentenced  in  December,  1927.  Many  petitions  and  letters  represented  that 
the  act  was  largely  a  matter  of  accident,  that  Kohler  was  not  a  criminal, 
and  had  borne  a  fine  reputation  in  Great  Falls,  where  he  had  lived  many 
years.  The  County  Attorney  recommended  clemency.  A  pardon  was; 
granted  to  Kohler  September  19,  1928. 

F.  N.  SEVERANCE — Granite;  sentenced  to  county  jail  term.  Upon 
recommendation  of  County  Attorney  and  certificate  of  County  Physician 
that  Severance's  life  was  despaired  of,  a  pardon  was  granted  November 
19,  1928. 

ELSIE  STEWART — Fergus;  involuntary  manslaughter;  sentenced  July 
8,  1926,  to  five  to  ten  years.    Upon  certificate  of  the  Prison  Physician  that 
the  prisoner  was  in  a  critical  condition  and  probably  would  not  long  sur- 
vive, and  recommendation  of  the  Warden,  a  pardon  was  granted  on  Novem 
ber  20,  1928. 

KEITH  POLLOCK  and  PHILIP  STAATS— Silver  Bow;  grand  larceny 
sentenced  September  1,  1928,  to  one  to  two  years.  These  lads  were  high 
school  students  in  Tillamook,  Oregon,  and  on  a  trip  through  the  country 
attempted  to  steal  a  car  at  Butte,  but  were  apprehended.  It  appeared  that 
the  boys  were  never  before  in  trouble  and  that  they  probably  did  not  realize 
the  seriousness  of  their  offense.  The  owner  of  the  car  and  police  officers 
of  Butte  recommended  clemency,  and  on  December  13,  1928,  they  were  par- 
doned. 

Commutations 

WONG  FONG — Yellowstone;  illegal  use  of  narcotics;  sentenced  Janu- 
ary 8,  1926,  to  five  to  ten  years.  Clemency  was  strongly  urged  by  the  Judge 
who  pronounced  sentence,  who  felt  that  a  great  injustice  had  been  done  the 
defendant.    January  25,  1927,  sentence  was  commuted  to  two  to  four  years. 

CHARLES  GRANT— Daniels;  rape;  sentenced  March  22,  1921,  to  twen- 
ty-five years.  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  most  of  jurors  in  the  case  recom- 
mended clemency,  and  on  March  11,  1927,  sentence  was  commuted  to  twelve 
years. 
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ROBERT  HOLMES— Beaverhead;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  February  8, 
1926,  to  four  to  eight  years.  Upon  recommendation  of  Judge  and  County 
Attorney  sentence  was  commuted  to  two  to  four  years  on  April  14,  1927. 

ED  MOORE — Fergus;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  in  January,  1926,  to 
four  to  eight  years.  Judge  and  County  Attorney  strongly  recommended 
clemency.   Commuted  to  two  to  four  years  on  April  14,  1927. 

GUS  GODLEY — Fergus;  second  degree  murder;  sentenced  in  November, 
1920,  to  twenty  to  forty  years.  Judge  and  County  Attorney  urged  clemency 
and  many  citizens  signed  petitions.  Sentence  commuted  April  20,  1927,  to 
twelve  to  twenty-four  years. 

FRANK  BRUCE — Musselshell;  burglary;  sentenced  October  8,  1924,  to 
six  to  twelve  years.  Action  recommended  by  Judge,  County  Attorney  and 
Warden.    Sentence  commuted  April  20,  1927,  to  four  to  eight  years. 

ROY  L.  ALLEN— Musselshell;  burglary;  sentenced  October  8,  1924,  to 
seven  to  fourteen  years.  On  April  20,  1927,  commutation  was  granted  to 
four  to  eight  years,  upon  recommendation  of  Judge,  County  Attorney  and 
Warden. 

FORREST  FOWLKES— Yellowstone;  assault;  sentenced  in  June,  1926, 
to  two  and  one-half  to  five  years.  That  he  might  be  eligible  to  parole  and 
thus  permitted  to  go  home  and  care  for  his  four  children,  sentence  was  on 
June  10,  1927,  commuted  to  two  to  four  years,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
Judge,  County  Attorney  and  Warden. 

HAZEL  MOORE — Yellowstone;  selling  narcotics;  sentenced  in  May, 
1925,  to  five  to  ten  years  and  fined  $1,000.  Upon  recommendation  of  County 
Attorney  sentence  was  commuted  to  four  to  eight  years  and  fine  remitted,  on 
July  1,  1927. 

TOM  HEM — Yellowstone;  violation  of  Drug  Act;  sentenced  in  May, 
1925,  to  five  to  ten  years  and  fined  $1,000.  On  July  1,  1927,  sentence  was 
commuted  to  four  to  eight  years  and  fine  remitted,  on  recommendation  of 
County  Attorney. 

THOMAS  GOULD — Flathead;  second  degree  murder;  sentenced  No- 
vember 18,  1916,  to  life  imprisonment.  The  crime  was  committed  while 
Gould  was  crazed  with  liquor;  he  had  been  an  exemplary  citizen,  and  many 
of  his  neighbors  petitioned  for  clemency  so  that  he  might  return  to  his 
needy  family.  On  August  1,  1927,  sentence  was  commuted  to  twenty  to 
forty  years. 

LEWIS  POSPISIL — Fergus;  forgery;  sentenced  February  11,  1927,  to 
two  to  four  years.  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  other  officials  and  many 
citizens  of  the  county,  recommended  clemency,  and  on  August  1,  1927,  sen- 
tence was  cut  to  one  to  two  years. 

HELGE  JOHNSON— Roosevelt;  rape;  sentenced  October  17,  1920,  to 
forty-nine  and  one-half  to  ninety-nine  and  one-half  years.  Prisoner's  health 
was  failing  and  on  recommendation  of  Judge  and  County  Attorney  and 
many  other  citizens  sentence  was  commuted  on  August  15,  1927,  to  four- 
teen to  twenty-eight  years. 

CLINTON  BREWER — Prairie;  first  degree  assault;  sentenced  in  Sep- 
tember, 1925,  to  five  to  ten  years.  Upon  recommendation  of  County  At- 
torney and  Warden  sentence  was  cut  to  four  to  eight  years  September  12, 
1927. 

NICK  PA VICH— Lewis  and  Clark;  murder;  sentenced  July  28,  1917, 
to  forty-eight  to  ninety-six  years.  The  crime  was  not  committed  by  Pavich 
but  in  his  presence.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  County  Attorney  and 
petition  of  citizens  sentence  was  on  September  12,  1927,  commuted  to 
eighteen  to  twenty-five  years. 

A.  WIGHT — Blaine;  forgery;  sentenced  in  April,  1925,  to  four  to  ten 
years.  Sentence  was  commuted  October  14,  1927,  to  two  and  one-half  to 
seven  years,  on  recommendation  of  Judge  and  County  Attorney  and  certifi- 
cate of  prison  physician.

E.  H.  HOWARD — Fergus;  obtaining  money  under  false  pretenses; 
sentenced  January  5,  1927,  to  two  and  one-half  to  five  years.  Judge  and! 
County  Attorney  urged  clemency.  Commuted  November  10,  1927,  to  one' 
and  one-half  to  three  years. 

ALBERT  PANICCO — Flathead;  rape;  fifteen  to  thirty  years,  sentenced! 
May  2,  1924.    Because  of  previous  good  reputation,  the  needs  of  his  large 
family,  and  petitions  from  many  Flathead  citizens,  sentence  was  on  Novem- 
ber 23,  1927,  commuted  to  seven  to  fourteen  years. 

E.  V.  PHILLIPS— Valley;  felony;  sentenced  July  23,  1917,  to  twenty-; 
five  to  fifty  years.  Because  of  his  advanced  age  and  failing  health  commu- 
tation was  granted  November  23,  1927,  to  twenty  to  thirty  years. 

VICTOR  MILLER— Missoula;  robbery;  sentenced  February  9,  1927,  to 
thirteen  to  thirty-six  years.  On  recommendation  of  County  Attorney  and 
numerous  Missoula  citizens  sentence  was  on  November  23,  1927,  commuted 
to  one  and  one-half  to  three  years. 

SAM  AGEE— Teton;  felony;  sentenced  March  30,  1926,  to  five  to  fifteen 
years.  Judge  and  District  Attorney  thought  sufficient  punishment  had  been 
inflicted  and  many  citizens  petitioned  in  Agee's  behalf.  Sentence  commuted 
February  1,  1928,  to  four  to  eight  years. 

VINCENT  GALLAGHER — Carbon;  attempted  robbery;  sentenced  De- 
cember 9,  1926,  to  six  to  twelve  years.  On  recommendation  of  Judge  who 
tried  case  and  petitions  from  neighbors  of  prisoner,  sentence  was  commuted 
to  two  to  eight  years  on  February  1,  1928. 

VIRGIL  A.  BURCH — Missoula;  subornation  of  perjury;  sentenced 
March  23,  1926,  to  five  to  ten  years.  Petition  signed  by  many  officials 
of  Missoula  county  and  endorsed  by  County  Attorney.  Commuted  Febru- 
ary 1,  1928,  to  three  and  one-half  to  seven  years. 

ARTHUR  GALAHAN — Beaverhead;  larceny;  sentenced  June  26,  19271 
to  four  to  eight  years.    Galahan  was  only  nineteen  when  sentenced  and  had 
never  before  been  in  trouble.    County  Attorney  recommended  clemency  and 
on  February  4,  1928,  sentence  was  commuted  to  one  to  four  years. 

LEO  BRESLIN— Flathead;  felony;  sentenced  January  22,  1926,  to  five 
to  ten  years.  On  recommendation  of  Warden  sentence  commuted  February 
24,  1928,  to  four  to  eight  years. 

JOE  BLAIR — Prairie;  burglarly;  sentenced  in  November,  1926,  to  four 
to  eight  years.  Upon  recommendation  of  Judge  who  tried  case  sentence 
was  on  March  20,  1928,  commuted  to  three  to  six  years. 

HARLAND  PING— Gallatin;  assault;  sentenced  in  March,  1927,  to 
five  to  ten  years.  On  showing  made  in  petitions,  endorsed  by  the  Judge 
presiding,  sentence  was  commuted  March  23,  1928,  to  two  to  five  years. 

W.  E.  LELAND — Cascade;  second  degree  assault;  sentenced  November 
7,  1927,  to  two  and  one-half  to  six  years.  Because  of  youth  of  prisoner 
and  petitions  from  citizens,  with  letters  from  the  prosecuting  witness  and 
Leland's  former  employers,  sentence  was  on  May  2,  1928,  commuted  to  one 
to  two  years. 

JOE  STRETCH — Fergus;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  in  January,  1928,  to 
three  to  six  years.  Judge,  County  Attorney,  Sheriff,  and  many  petitioners 
urged  clemency,  and  on  August  23,  1928,  sentence  was  cut  to  one  to  three 
years. 

GEORGE  FURTHMEYRE— Yellowstone;  larceny;  sentenced  November, 

1927,  to  three  to  six  years.  On  recommendation  of  Judge  and  County  At- 
torney sentence  was  commuted  to  two  to  four  years,  on  September  29,  1928. 

RENA  POLETTO — Cascade;  possessing  cocaine;  sentenced  in  February,

Upon  showing  made  and  petitions 
from  hundreds  of  Cascade  citizens,  sentence  was  on  December  8,  1928,  com- 
muted to  one  to  two  years. 

STEPHEN  GONDIERO — Cascade;  manslaughter;  sentenced  in  June, 
1928,  to  four  to  eight  years.  On  recommendation  of  County  Attorney  and 
the  jurors  who  tried  the  case,  sentence  was  on  December  8,  1928,  commuted 
{to  one  to  three  years. 

IRWIN  WOODWARD — Dawson;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  in  February, 
1927,  to  five  to  ten  years.  Sentence  commuted  December  8,  1928,  to  three 
to  six  years,  on  recommendation  of  County  Attorney. 

MARK  D.  SMITH— Mineral;  larceny;  sentenced  in  December,  1926,  to 
four  and  one-half  to  nine  years.  Because  of  previous  good  record  and  a 
dependent  family,  sentence  was  commuted  to  three  and  one-half  to  six 
years,  on  December  8,  1928. 

WILLIAM  HARRIS— Cascade;  second  degree  murder;  sentenced  in 
February,  1922,  to  thirty  to  sixty  years.  Because  of  mitigating  circum- 
stances in  the  case  and  numerously  signed  petitions  and  the  Warden's  recom- 
mendation, sentence  was  on  December  8,  1928,  cut  to  fourteen  to  twenty- 
eight  years. 

EMMET  JENNINGS' — Cascade;  possessing  one  grain  of  narcotics;  sen- 
tenced April  9,  1928,  to  two  and  one-half  to  five  years.  Many  citizens  peti- 
tioned for  clemency,  together  with  the  County  Attorney  and  Sheriff.

SENATE  RESOLUTION  NO.  1 
Introduced  by  Cowan. 

WHEREAS:  It  appears  from  the  Governor's  Message  that  the  warrant 
indebtedness  of  the  state  remains  almost  stationary  in  spite  of  the  passage 
of  time  and  some  additional  revenues. 

AND  WHEREAS:  The  continual  growth  of  the  state  appears  to  justify 
increasing  requests  for  funds  from  all  departments  of  the  state  government. 

AND  WHEREAS:  It  appears  from  the  sentiment  orally  expressed  by 
the  citizens  of  the  state,  and  by  the  press,  that  the  problem  of  state  finance 
be  given  earnest  consideration  at  this  session  of  the  legislature. 

AND  WHEREAS:  If  the  members  of  this  body  could  have  a  broad  and 
comprehensive  analysis  of  the  financial  conditions  confronting  the  state 
government,  the  necessity  or  advisability  of  decreasing  the  state  activities 
or  increasing  the  revenues,  it  would  materially  assist  in  solving  this  per- 
plexing problem. 
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NOW  THEREFORE:  Be  it  resolved  that  the  President  of  the  Senate 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  members,  representing  as  nearly  as  possible 
the  different  interests  of  the  state,  from  among  the  members  of  this  body, 
with  the  view  of  making  a  special  study  of  the  subject  heretofore  mentioned, 
and  that  this  report  may  form  a  basis  for  the  information  of  the  various 
committees  of  this  body  in  considering  and  enacting  necessary  legislation  to: 

1.  Reduce  or  concentrate  any  activities  or  departments  of  the  state 
government. 

2.  To  devise  and  recommend  any  economies  if  such  be  possible  or 
feasible. 

3.  To  ascertain  if  there  are  any  sources  of  revenue  available  for  the 
benefit  of  the  state  government  which  are  not  at  present  contributing,  in- 
cluding a  state  sales  tax  on  commodities. 

4.  To  recommend  to  this  body  any  action  which  in  their  judgment  they 
deem  necessary  to  initiate  to  solve  the  financial  problems  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  assembly  by  Governor  Erickson.

Whereas  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  said  territory  was  ceded  to  the 
United  States  reserving  to  the  State  of  Montana,  the  right  to  tax  persons 
and  corporations,  their  franchises  and  property,  included  in  said  tract,  and 

Whereas  the  said  Glacier  National  Park,  at  the  time  it  was  so  ceded 
to  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  included  within  its  boundaries,  the 
homes  of  many  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  their  property, 
by  means  of  which  said  citizens  obtain  their  livelihood,  and 

Whereas  it,  the  said  Glacier  National  Park,  contains  property  from 
which  revenue  is  now  being  obtained  by  the  State  of  Montana,  and  by  sev- 
eral of  its  counties,  and 

Whereas  the  said  Glacier  National  Park  was  established  and  jurisdic- 
tion thereof  accepted  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  with  full 
knowledge  of  such  conditions,  such  property  rights  and  such  rights  of  the 
State  of  Montana,  and  its  several  counties,  to  obtain  taxation  revenue  there- 
from, and 

Whereas  it  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Montana,  that  there  has  been  introduced  in  the  National  Con- 
gress, a  bill  for  an  act,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  provide  for  the  taking 
of  such  property,  by  eminent  domain,  by  the  appropriate  arm  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  and 

Whereas  the  loss  by  the  citizens  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  their  homes 
above  described,  and  the  loss  of  the  property  by  means  of  which  such  citi- 
zens obtain  their  livelihood,  and  the  loss  of  such  right  of  taxation,  above  set 
forth,  to  the  State  of  Montana,  and  its  several  counties,  cannot  be  compen- 
sated by  payment  of  the  value  of  such  property; 

Now  therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Montana  that;  we  do  respectfully  protest  against  the  enactment  of  such 
a  law,  by  the  National  Congress,  in  that  its  enactment  would  enable  agents 
of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  to  perpetrate  a  breach  of  faith  on 
the  part  of  such  Government,  with  the  State  of  Montana,  and  with  individ- 
ual citizens  thereof;  and  direct  that  copies  of  this  Resolution  be  forwarded 
by  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  to  the 
Representatives  and  Senators  of  the  State  of  Montana,  in  Congress.

Whereas  the  regular  printed  report  of  the  State  Highway  Commission, 
is  apparently  incomplete,  indefinite  and  not  specific,  in  certain  material 
respects  important  to  the  Members  of  the  Senate;

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Highway  Commission,  of  the  Three  Cent  Gas  Tax  fund,  jointly  with  the; 
Federal  Aid  money,  in  constructing*  same. 

2.  Give  number  of  miles  of  such  highway  in  each  State  Road  District, 
created  by  Chapter  18,  Laws  of  1927,  at  the  time  of  its  enactment. 

3.  Give  number  of  miles  of  such  highway,  in  each  county  of  each  of  i 
said  Road  Districts  at  the  time  of  the  enactment  of  Chapter  18. 

4.  Give  number  of  miles  of  highway,  completed  and  uncompleted,  now 
in  Montana  and  given  by  the  Highway  Commission  in  its  program  as  Fed- 
eral Aid  Projects,  and  built,  or  to  be  built,  with  the  Three  Cent  Gas  Tax 
and  Federal  Aid  money;  and  also  the  number  of  miles  of  this  highway 
within  each  State  Road  District,  and  likewise  the  number  of  miles  of  this 
highway  within  each  county  of  each  district. 

5.  Give  number  of  miles  of  new  highway  established  or  created, 
whether  completed,  or  uncompleted,  by  the  Highway  Commission,  since  the 
enactment  of  Chapter  18,  and  an  itemized  statement  showing  the  number 
of  miles  of  this  new  or  proposed  highway  in  each  State  Road  District,  and 
the  number  of  miles  in  each  County  in  each  District. 

6.  Give  number  of  miles  of  highway  in  existence  when  Chapter  18  was 
adopted  ,and  upon  which  the  Legislature  contemplated  the  use  of  the  Three 
Cent  Gas  Tax,  if  any,  have  been  abandoned  or  discontinued  by  the  Highway 
Commission  since  that  time,  and  also  give  an  itemized  statement  showing 
the  number  of  miles  so  abandoned  or  discontinued,  in  each  State  Road  Dis- 
trict, and  in  each  County  thereof. 

7.  At  the  time  Initiative  Measure  No.  31  was  submitted  to  the  people, 
give  number  of  miles  of  Federal  Aid  Highway  that  was  contemplated  and 
presented  as  an  argument  in  favor  of  its  adoption,  and  also  give  number 
of  miles  of  this  total  mileage  that  was  in  each  county  of  the  State,  giving 
names  of  Counties  and  mileage  in  each.

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 
The  following  select  committee  reports  were  submitted: 
Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Montana: 
We,  your  special  committee,  appointed  by  virtue  of,  and  pursuant  to  Senate 
Resolution  No.  1,  visited  the  State  Tuberculosis  Sanitarium  at  Galen,  on 
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January  26th,  1929,  and  then  inquired  into  the  needs,  and  costs  of  certain 
improvements  and  replacements  requested  by  Superintendent  thereof. 

Among  other  improvements,  the  Superintendent  of  the  above  Sani- 
tarium, has  requested  the  construction  of  hospital  building  for  the  benefit 
of  attending  physicians,  and  to  equip  same  with  modern  equipment  for 
research  and  diagnosis  work,  at  estimated  cost  of  $40,000  for  said  building, 
and  $20,000  for  equipment  and  furnishings  to  be  installed  therein. 

We  find  the  Sanitarium  has  not  the  equipment  to  enable  attending 
physicians  to  make  proper  research  and  diagnosis  of  the  different  cases 
admitted  to  the  Sanitarium,  and  have  not  the  facilities  to  enable  the  physi- 
cians to  properly  do  their  work. 

We  believe,  however,  with  the  use  of  brick  made  by  State  Institutions, 
and  with  available  labor  that  could  be  employed  from  the  prison,  said 
building  could  be  constructed  at  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $30,000;  and  that 
said  building  could  be  furnished  and  equipped  with  modern  equipment,  for 
sum  not  to  exceed  $20,000. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  above  mentioned  sums  for  build- 
ing and  equipment,  be  appropriated. 

We  hereby  commend  the  Superintendent  of  said  Sanitarium  for  the 
able  and  efficient  management  of  this  institution.

REPORT  ON  STATE  PENITENTIARY  AT  DEER  LODGE,  MONTANA. 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Montana: 
We,  your  special  committee,  appointed  by  virtue  of,  and  pursuant  to  Senate 
Resolution  No.  1,  visited  the  State  Penitentiary  at  Deer  Lodge,  Montana,  on 
January  25th,  1929. 

Upon  investigation  we  find  that  the  office  where  the  license  plates  are 
kept,  is  too  small  and  very  much  in  need  of  enlarging.  We  note  it  is  ex- 
tremely congested,  and  also  note  that  the  license  plates  are  increasing  to 
the  amount  of  about  10,000  a  year. 

We  recommend  that  a  new  building  40  x  60  feet,  with  a  full  basement, 
be  erected  to  take  care  of  these  license  records.  This  work  of  construction 
can  be  done  by  prisoners  and  we  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of 
$10,000.  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  this  addition  to  the  office 
and  equipment  for  the  purpose  of  storing  records  with  reference  to  auto- 
mobile licenses. 

We  also  learn  that  one  boiler  has  been  condemned,  in  the  heating  unit, 
and  will  have  to  be  replaced.  The  work  can  be  done  by  the  prisoners.  The 
only  expense  will  be  new  fire  brick  and  a  new  boiler.  We  estimate  the 
cost  of  new  boiler  and  fire  brick,  to  be  $5,000.  The  Warden  informs  us 
that  this  cost  of  replacement  can  be  taken  out  of  the  budget,  if  his  budget 
is  allowed. 

We  also  note  that  the  Prison  bakery,  at  the  present  time,  is  a  fire  trap, 
and  we  estimate  that  it  will  take  about  $2500.  to  replace  it,  and  we  recom- 
mend that  an  appropriation  of  this  amount  be  made  for  same;  and  that 
electric  bake  ovens  take  the  place  of  the  present  obsolete  ovens  now  in  use. 
We  also  note  that  the  elevator  leading  from  the  bakery  to  the  next  floor, 
is  old,  unsanitary,  and  being  of  wooden  structure,  is  a  fire  trap,  and  should 
be  replaced  by  an  all  metal  electric  elevator. 

We  also  note  the  inside  office  building,  and  Tailor  shop,  are  fire  traps; 
and  there  are  about  fifty  men  at  work  in  these  places,  whose  lives  would  be 
in  danger  in  case  of  fire.  Owing  to  the  more  pressing  needs  of  other  insti- 
tutions, these  can  be  held  in  abeyance  for  the  next  two  years. 

We  recommend  the  installation  of  a  cement  brick  making  plant,  for  the 
purpose  of  manufacturing  brick  within  the  walls  of  the  prison,  for  other 
State  Institutions. 
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We  also  recommend  the  installation  of  a  tannery  for  the  purpose  of 
tanning  hides  for  anyone  in  the  State,  who  wishes  to  send  his  hides  to  this 
tannery,  charging  a  reasonable  sum  for  that  purpose. 

The  above  will  give  considerable  employment  to  the  prisoners  who  are 
now  within  the  walls  of  the  prison. 

A  bill  should  be  drafted,  giving  the  Warden  authority  to  destroy  old 
automobile  records  issued  before  the  enactment  of  the  Auto  Theft  License 
Law.  These  records  are  only  taking  up  space  and  are  of  no  value  to  any- 
one. 

We  note  the  Women's  department  of  the  prison  is  unsanitary,  owing 
to  construction  of  the  building,  and  some  provision  should  be  made  for  the 
proper  housing  of  the  female  inmates. 

*  We  highly  commend  the  Warden  for  the  able  and  efficient  manner  in 
which  the  State  Prison  is  conducted.

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Senate:  We,  your  special  committee, 
appointed  by  virtue  of  and  pursuant  to  Senate  Resolution  No.  1,  visited  the 
Montana  State  Hospital  for  Insane,  at  Warm  Springs,  Montana,  on  January 
26,  1929,  and  inquired  into  the  needs,  and  cost  of  certain  improvements 
requested  by  Superintendent  thereof  . 

The  Superintendent  has  requested  the  construction  of  a  building  for 
the  criminal  insane,  ground  dimensions  41  x  198  feet,  three  stories  and  base- 
ment, the  basement  to  about  one-half  above  ground;  the  basement  con- 
taining dining  room  and  recreation  rooms,  for  day  time  use  of  patients. 
This  building  will  take  care  of  approximately  two  hundred  criminal  insane 
patients.  The  present  building  is  very  old,  badly  settled,  and  out  of  date, 
being  too  small  and  entirely  inadequate  to  care  for  patients  of  this  char- 
acter. 

The  new  building  will  have  twenty  cells  on  the  second  floor,  and  forty- 
three  on  the  third  floor,,  these  cells  to  be  similar  to  those  in  the  peniten- 
tiary. The  estimated  cost  of  this  building  will  be  $93,000.  which  is  esti- 
mated to  be  a  saving  of  about  30%  of  ordinary  contract  price,  because  of 
the  extensive  use  of  inmate  labor.  The  first  floor  will  also  contain  two 
dormitories,  and  the  second  floor,  one,  in  addition  to  cells.  It  is  estimated 
that  for  $1000.  additional  cost,  an  automatic  locking  device  can  be  provided 
for  the  cells,  making  it  possible  in  case  of  fire,  to  open  them  simultaneously. 
This  arrangement  saves  considerable  time  on  the  part  of  the  attendant, 
when  patients  are  going  to  meals,  and  it  is  believed  would  save  more  than 
its  cost,  in  eliminating  paid  help.  The  estimate  for  building  dormitory  for 
the  criminal  insane,  calls  for  heavily  barred  windows  and  extra  heavy  screen 
on  all  porches. 

At  the  present  time,  all  patients  arriving  at  the  institution,  are  re- 
ceived at  the  hospital,  where  they  remain  under  observation  until  it  is 
definitely  decided  to  what  part  of  the  institution  they  should  be  taken. 
Some  of  the  inmates  are  retained  at  this  hospital,  where  special  courses  of 
treatment  are  desired.  This  building  is  old  and  inadequate  to  properly 
handle  the  patients,  and  request  has  been  made  for  new  hospital  building, 
to  be  built  adjoining  present  one  on  west  end.  The  proposed  building  to  be 
160  x  45  feet,  containing  basement  and  three  stories.  The  basement  will 
consist  of  service  rooms,  the  first  floor  twenty-five  single  rooms  for  the 
treatment  of  acute  cases;  the  second  and  third  floors  to  be  devoted  to  wards 
and  porches,  service  rooms  and  other  necessary  quarters,  for  the  proper 
attention  of  the  patients. 

The  estimated  contract  price  of  this  building  would  be  in  excess  of 
8113,000.00,  but  by  inmate  labor  and  using  bricks  which  are  also  made  by 
inmate  labor  on  the  grounds,  it  is  believed  the  building  can  be  constructed 
for  $81,000.00. 
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A  third  building  requested,  is  for  doctors'  quarters,  and  also  other 
office  help.  The  present  building  is  an  old  frame  structure,  with  brick 
veneer,  and  is  approximately  fifty  years  old,  being  the  home  of  former 
owner  of  the  property.  To  secure  the  services  of  high  class  physicians, 
and  other  assistants,  suitable  quarters  are  necessary. 

This  building  would  be  70  x  44  feet,  with  two  floors  and  basement,  to 
consist  of  eight  apartments,  of  two  rooms  and  a  bath,  each;  basement  to 
be  used  for  dining  room,  kitchen,  small  laundry,  and  store  room.  By  use 
of  inmate  made  brick  and  inmate  labor  the  established  cost  is  $30,000.00. 

The  cost  of  the  furnishings  of  the  three  buildings,  consisting  of  dormi- 
tory for  criminal  insane,  and  male  receiving  hospital,  and  doctors  quarters, 
is  estimated  at  $25,000.00. 

At  the  time  this  committee  visited  this  Institution,  the  weather  was 
approximately  20  below  zero.  The  heating  plant  was  being  operated  at  its 
full  capacity.  It  might  be  well  to  mention  here,  if  anything  should  happen 
to  one  or  more  of  the  boilers  at  a  time  when  the  temperature  is  below  zero 
point,  it  would  be  impossible  to  keep  the  Institution  at  proper  temperature. 
It  is  believed  that  by  the  installation  of  an  additional  350  H.  P.  boiler,  of 
water  tube  type,  it  would  care  for  additional  service  needed  for  some  time 
to  come,  and  that  the  new  type  boiler  would  permit  of  considerable  saving  in 
fuel  consumption. 

The  estimated  cost  of  boiler  and  building  to  house  same,  is  $10,000.00. 

The  inmate  population  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  was  1527. 

The  valuation  placed  on  buildings  and  equipment,  was  $1,383,000.00. 

The  Superintendent  recommended  a  change  in  the  statutes  allowing 
patients  receiving  special  care,  to  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  $2.00  per  day, 
which  would  necessitate  a  change  in  the  law. 

We,  your  Committee  had  the  advantage  of  the  advice  and  counsel  of  Mr. 
Hugenin,  former  state  architect,  in  arriving  at  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
above  construction. 

We  recommend  that  the  sums  noted  above,  totaling  $239,000.00  be  ap- 
propriated for  building  and  equipment. 

We  hereby  commend  the  Superintendent  for  the  able  and  efficient 
manner  in  which  this  Institution  is  managed.

If  the  property,  real  or  personal,  sought 
to  be  sold  is  reasonably  of  a  value  in  excess  of  $100.00,  the  sale  shall  be  at 
public  auction  at  the  Court  House  door  after  fifteen  days'  previous  notice 
given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  County,  notice  to  be 
published  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  and  posted  in  five  public 
places  in  the  county.  The  sale  shall  be  for  cash,  or  on  such  terms  as  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  may  approve,  provided  at  least  12^%  of 
the  purchase  price  shall  be  paid  in  cash.  In  all  sales  of  property  of  a  value 
in  excess  of  $100.00  there  must,  before  any  sale,  be  an  appraisal  thereof  by 
three  disinterested  citizens  of  the  county  appointed  by  a  District  Judge  for 
that  purpose,  which  appraisal  must  be  made  and  filed  with  the  County 
Clerk  and  Recorder  within  three  months  prior  to  the  date  of  sale,  and  no 
sale  shall  be  made  for  less  than  90%  of  the  appraised  value  of  the  prop- 
erty. All  defererd  payments  upon  the  purchase  price  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  of  6%  per  annum,  and  shall  not  extend  over  a  period  of  more  than 
eight  years. 

If  the  property  to  be  sold  is  reasonably  of  a  value  of  less  than  $100.00 
sale  thereof  may  be  had  at  public  or  private  sale  as  may  in  the  discretion 
of  the  County  Commissioners  appear  to  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the 
County.  If  it  be  at  public  sale  they  shall  give  notice  by  posting  a  notice  in 
five  public  places  in  the  county  at  least  five  days  before  the  date  of  sale. 
No  title  to  any  property  sold  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  pass 
from  the  County  until  the  purchaser,  or  his  assigns,  shall  have  paid  the 
full  amount  of  the  purchase  price  thereof  into  the  County  Treasury  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  county. 
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Appraisers  appointed  to  appraise  property  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  shall  be  allowed  $5.00  per  day  for  each  day  necessarily  occupied  in 
making  such  appraisal  and  their  actual  expenses.

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 
The  following  special  report  was  submitted: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Special  Committee  appointed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Senate  Resolution  No.  1,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

At  the  beginning  of  our  session  we  wrote  letters  to  twenty-four  of  the 
highest  taxpayers  of  the  state,  inclosing  a  copy  of  the  resolution  and  ask- 
ing for  suggestions  from  them  in  developing  a  fiscal  policy  for  this  State. 
Nearly  all  of  them  answered  our  inquiry  but  none  presented  a  constructive 
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program.  We  also  held  thirteen  committee  meetings,  at  which  there  were 
present  at  different  times  the  Governor  ,  a  committee  from  the  County 
Treasurers'  Association  of  Montana,  Hon.  Frank  M.  Cowan,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  Hill  County,  Mr.  William  Logan, 
Deputy  State  Auditor,  Mr.  Murphy,  State  Purchasing  Agent,  a  committee 
of  three  representing  the  Brotherhood  of  Railroad  Trainmen,  Mr.  Hosking, 
State  Accountant,  former  Lt.  Governor  W.  S.  McCormick,  a  committee  of 
three  from  the  Board  of  Education,  a  committee  from  the  Railway  Com- 
mission, Mr.  Harmon,  Secretary  of  State,  Mr.  Reed,  Chairman  of  the  Ap- 
propriations Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  Mr.  Frank 
J.  Edwards.  We  also  received  letters  from  a  number  of  prominent  citizens. 
While  some  of  these  gentlemen  made  valuable  suggestions  in  matters  of 
detail,  none  of  them  presented  any  comprehensive  plan  and  we  think  a 
comprehensive  plan  is  imperatively  necessary  in  order  that  the  state  may 
run  without  going  continually  into  debt. 

It  seems  to  us,  as  a  result  of  all  these  hearings  and  communications, 
that  the  administrative  policy  of  the  state  is  in  need  of  readjustment  in 
many  particulars.  The  general  opinion,  which  seems  to  be  well  founded, 
is  that  there  are  too  many  bureaus,  boards  and  officers  and  there  is  much 
duplication  in  effort.  The  taxation  problem  is  a  serious  one  and  little  has 
been  accomplished  at  this  session  of  the  legislature  to  remedy  its  many 
defects.  The  warrant  indebtedness  of  the  state  is  in  excess  of  three  million 
dollars.  The  revenues  of  the  state  are  insufficient  to  pay  the  actual  run- 
ning expenses  of  the  government.  It  is  not  possible  for  the  legislative 
assembly  to  cure  these'  evils  in  a  single  session  nor  without  previous  study 
and  careful  consideration. 

We  again  recommend  that  a  commission  be  created  by  this  Legislative 
Assembly,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  report  to  this  Assembly,  if  it  shall  be 
called  into  special  session  by  the  Governor,  or  to  the  Twenty-second  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  of  this  State,  plans  which  will  accomplish  the  following 
objects: 

1.  After  having  ascertained  the  warrant  indebtedness  of  this  state,  a 
plan  to  submit  to  the  voters  of  this  state  a  sufficient  bond  issue  to  take 
up  the  warrant  indebtedness  which  cannot  be  taken  care  of  in  ordinary 
course  of  government; 

2.  A  plan  looking  to  the  concentration  of  the  departments  of  the  state 
government,  other  than  the  legislative  and  judicial,  with  special  reference 
to  the  elimination  of  unnecessary  officers  and  employes; 

3.  A  fiscal  policy  which  shall  secure  the  just  and  adequate  taxation  of 
all  property  not  exempted  from  taxation  by  the  Constitution,  to  the  end 
that  sufficient  revenue  may  be  received  from  taxation  to  carry  on  the  state 
government  without  the  necessity  of  registering  warrants; 

4.  A  plan  looking  to  the  elimination  of  waste  and  extravagance  in 
the  conduct  of  all  state  offices; 

5.  A  plan  for  reducing  the  running  expenses  of  the  legislature. 

If  this  Assembly  does  not  care  to  appoint  the  Commission,  then  author- 
ity to  do  so  should  be  given  the  Governor;  and  a  sufficient  appropriation 
should  be  made  to  defray  the  actual  expenses  of  the  Commission. 

We  also  recommend: 

1.  That  a  diligent  campaign  should  be  conducted  by  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization  to  collect  the  delinquent  taxes  of  the  state,  so  that  the  prop- 
erty can  be  gotten  back  into  the  hands  of  people  who,  as  owners,  will  begin 
to  again  contribute  taxes  upon  this  property.  These  delinquent  taxes  are 
now  a  dead  loss  to  the  State  of  Montana  and  to  the  various  counties  in  the 
state. 

2.  That  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  should  recommend  to  the 
Boards  of  County  Commissioners  throughout  the  state  and  to  the  City 
Councils,  or  other  foverninp"  heads  of  the  cities  of  the  state,  that  an  expert 
he  secured  to  assist  in  revaluing  the  property  of  the  various  counties  and 
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cities  in  the  state.  This  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  large  amount  of 
revenue  is  being  lost  to  the  state  through  the  lack  of  proper  valuation  of 
properties  in  the  state,  present  values  having  been  made  over  ten  years 
ago,  and  we  believe  the  local  assessors  should  have  assistance  in  placing 
city  property  at  its  true  value,  in  relation  to  other  properties  in  the  state. 

We  also  have  had  drawn  to  our  attention  a  wide  discrepancy  in  the  values 
fixed  upon  public  utilities  and  corporations  of  the  state  by  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission  for  rate  making  purposes  and  the  values  placed  upon  these 
properties  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  for  tax  levying  purposes. 
We  feel  that  the  state  is  losing  a  large  amount  of  revenue  from  lack  of 
greater  co-ordination  between  these  two  departments. 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  present  faulty  system  in  vogue  in 
making  annual  inventories  of  state  property.  A  committee  report  sub- 
mitted to  the  House  of  Representatives  shows  an  apparent  loss  in  inven- 
tories of  state  property  in  the  year  1927  of  $590,300.00,  and  in  the  year 
1928  the  sum  of  $418,325.00.
